London, March 1. —A dispatch to the
Dully Telegraph from Yinkow, dated
Februsry 20, says:

Fifteen Jupanese wiarships furlously
homburded Port Arthur from 10 until
12 o'clock this morning.- The Rumsian
crulsers Novik, Askold and. Bayan, ac-
commpanied by four torpedo boats,
stedmed out to meet the attack. They
were, however, forced to retire. The
Askold was In a sinking condition.
The Novik was badly damaged, and
ane of the torpedo bouts was sunk. The
Russian battieship Retvizan was again
Yamaged. The Japanese withdrew in
good order.
